W hat has ten (or is it fourteen?) 
legs but slithers, and makes 
just about every type of sound 
imaginable'' If your guess is a pack of 
amputee gypsy moth caterpillars under 
attack b> a broom-wielding irate subur- 
banite, just wait until next year. But if 
you're thinking olu local rock'n'roll (or 
maybe folk, or country, or even folk- 
, country, or is it folk rock, or jazz. or 
perhaps blue-grass, or is a blues - no, 
maybe R&B. or better still new wave, or 
was that new -grass?) band, the name is 
Crockett and the game is (some sort of) 
music. 

We do know one thing: Crockett is 
surely Worcester's hardest working 
band — of any stripe - even this month 
with a relatively laid-back performance 
schedule of S.87 nights per week (com- 
pared to last month's hectic 6. IS pace). 
And a case can be made that Walter 
Crockett is a man of vision and no small 
amount ot courage and determination 
At the point of his departure in 1979, 
Worcester's 70's musical legend. Zon- 
karaz. was a quite viable business ven- 
ture apparently on the verge of that 
elusive contract-in-thc-sky. So this guy 
decided to leave to start a three-piece 
acoustic folk band, just at a time when 
disco is becoming all the rage At the 
time, it seemed crazy 
The whole thing got its start when 
Walter met future wile and co-Crockel- 
teer Valeric some 18 months earlier as 
she tripped the light lantastic to Zon- 
kara/ at a Clark spree day. The two 
have been virtually inseparable ever 
since. Enter Robert "Duke" Levine, 
guitarist extraordinaire, in his last year 
of high school and barely 17 when the 
band began playing out. (In fact, thanks 
to the written evaluation from then 
Clark-affiliated Walter. Lev ine received 
two credits his last semester for the 
Crockett “work experience .") The rela- 
tionship had begun seven years earlier 
when Rick Levine and Walter, then in a 
band called the Prairie Oysters, re- 
hearsed at the Levine household. 

Now a ten-year performing veteran at 
the ripe old age of 19. Levine began 
playing because. “There were always 
guitars around, and it seemed like the 
thing to do.” Until three years ago. he 
had no formal training. His first band. 
Landslide, began when he was in the 
seventh grade and lasted about four 
years. They played rock 'n' roll covers 
on weekends and were successful enough 
to support a manager (from whom they 
rented a bus) and live roadies. 

Crockett's first ventures as a trio were 
well received by small but enthusiastic 
audiences The instruments were all 
acoustic. Levincand Valerie (in her first 
performing experience) were reserved 
and shy onstage Walter was held in 
check by the necessity to beat out the 
time with his feet 

From the beginning the band played 
a mixture of originals, written by Wal- 
ter (as they arc. with the exception of a 
few instrumentals, to this day), and 
favorite covers from any and every walk 
of music. The lyrical content consisted 
chiefly of romantic folk songs (not 
necessarily about love) and novelty 
tunes — the most memorable of the lat- 
ter being “Catfish Sam” and “Boogie in 
the Burrow." from the yct-to-be-rclcased 
Perverted Animal Songs for Children 
album. 

By the end of this first phase, things 
had begun to blossom considerably 
Valeric opened up and her singing 
improved tremendously, and she kept 
still no longer as she bounded up. down 
and everywhere in time to the music. 
Levine, too. began to move and to sing, 
thanks in part to Waller, “the great 
cgger-on-cr " 

"Duke's Corner" became a regular

Tales of the band that 
refused to be categorized 


In April of 1980. David "Snakey" 
Jacques joined the band on electric 
bass The band was able to open up a bit 
more now and electric instruments 
began popping up as well as Duke's 
amplified mandolin. I he band's range 
ol styles increased and began to include 
more rock 'n' roll. 

Moreover. Crockett had been look- 
ing lor a drummer and when in Febru- 
ary the Shades decided to call it quits 
they immediately snagged the line Bill 
MacCiillivray. Although in many ways 
it has taken time lor the band and the 
repertoire to adjust to the addition. Mac- 
Gillivray says that. “Crockett's being 
much more versatile than the raunchier 
though more consistent rock 'n' roll of 
the Shades creates the necessity to con- 
stantly change volume and styles, mak- 
ing it very challenging right Irorn the 
start " 

I he feet were now treed, and the ener- 
getic beat-keeping frenzy ol the past was 
now loosed to roam and with this free- 
dom a more formalized stage presence, 
though still wild and energy-infused, 
was born.

Jell Gilman, 
owner of the studio as well as engineer 
and co-producer of the EP (along with 
the band) is credited by the band as an 
invaluable asset in bringing the project 
to Iruilion John Webster (formerly 
bassist for Zonkaraz and the Shades) 
will be heard on many ol the back-up 
vocals with his lich. lull voice, and has 
contributed generously in spiritual and 
technical guidance. 

The musical direction is decidedly 
more commercial, accessible and main- 
stream pop.

Everyttiing

W hat has icn (or is it fourteen?) 
legs but slithers, and makes 
just about every type of sound 
imaginable 0 If your guess is a pack of 
amputee gypsy moth caterpillars under 
attack by a broom-wielding irate subur- 
banite. just wait until next year. But if 
you're thinkingol a local rock ‘n'roll(or 
maybe folk, or country, or even folk- 
, country , ui is it folk rock, or jazz. or 
perhaps blue-grass, or is it blues no. 
maybe R&B. or better still new wave, or 
was that new-grass?) band, the name is 
Crockett and the game is (some sort of) 
music. 

We do know one thing: Crockett is 
surely Worcester's hardest working 
band — of any stripe - even this month 
with a relatively laid-back performance 
schedule of 5.87 nights per week (com- 
pared to last month's hectic 6.15 pace). 
And a case can be made that Walter 
Crockett is a man of vision and no small 
amount ol courage and determination 
At the point of his departure in 1979, 
Worcester's 70's musical legend. Zon- 
karaz. was a quite viable business ven- 
ture apparently on the verge of that 
elusive contraci-in-ihe-skv. So this guy 
decided to leave to start a three-piece 
acoustic lolk band, just at a time when 
disco is becoming all the rage. At the 
time, it seemed era/) 

The whole thing got its start when 
Walter met future wile and co-Crocket- 
teer Valerie some 18 months earlier as 
she tripped the light fantastic to Zon- 
kara/ at a Clark spree day. The two 
have been virtually inseparable ever 
since. Enter Robert “Duke" Levine, 
guitarist extraordinaire, in his last year 
of high school and barely 17 when the 
band began playing out. (In fact, thanks 
to the written evaluation from then 
Clark-affiliated Walter. Levine received 
two credits his last semester for the 
Crockett “work experience ") The rela- 
tionship had begun seven years earlier 
when Rick Levine and Walter, then in a 
band called the Prairie Oysters, re- 
hearsed at the Levine household. 

Now a ten-year performing veteran at 
the ripe old age of 19. Levine began 
playing because. “There were always 
guitars around, and it seemed like the 
thing to do." Until three years ago. he 
had no formal training. His first band. 
Landslide, began when he was in the 
seventh grade and lasted about four 
years. They played rock 'n' roll covers 
on weekends and were successful enough 
to support a manager (from whom they 
rented a bus) and live roadies. 

Crockett’s first ventures as a trio were 
well received by small but enthusiastic 
audiences. The instruments were all 
acoustic.' Levine and Valerie (in her first 
performing experience) were reserved 
and shy onstage Walter was held in 
check by the necessity to beat out the 
time with his feet. 

From the beginning the band played 
a mixture of originals, written by Wal- 
ter (as they are. with the exception of a 
few instrumentals, to this day), and 
favorite covers from any and every walk 
of music. The ly rical content consisted 
chiefly of romantic folk songs (not 
necessarily about love) and novelty 
tunes — the most memorable of the lat- 
ter being “Catfish Sam” and “Boogie in 
the Burrow." from the yct-to-bc-rclcased 
Perverted Animal Sungs for Children 
album. 

By the end of this first phase, things 
had begun to blossom considerably. 
Valeric opened up and her singing 
improved tremendously, and she kept 
still no longer as she bounded up. down 
and everywhere in time to the music. 
Levine, too. began to move and to sing, 
thanks in part to Walter, “the great 
cgger-on-cr " 

“Duke's Corner" became a regular 
part of the perlormance featuring stun- 


ning solo acoustic instrumentals like 
“Over the Rainbow" and “My Favorite 
Things " The audiences and the beat 
were picking up loo. and Walter’s writ- 
ing gained new depth 1 he bluegrass- 
flavored "Banks of the Pecos" and the 
inspired “Judy Grew a Wildllower" 
demanded closer attention. I he latter 
was recorded and released as a single, 
replete with a bona tide rhythm section 
a hint ol things to come. 


In April of 1980. David "Snakey" 
Jacques joined the band on electric 
bass. I he band was able to open up a bit 
more now and electric instruments 
began popping up as well as Duke's 
amplified mandolin. The band's range 
of styles increased and began to include 
more rock ‘n* roll. 

Moreover. Crockett had been look- 
ing lor a drummer and when in Febru- 
ary the Shades decided to call it quits 
they immediately snagged the line Bill 
MacGillivray. Although in many ways 
it has taken time lor the band and the 
repertoire to adjust to the addition. Mac- 
Ciilliv ray says that. “Crockett's being 
much more versatile than the raunchier 
though more consistent rock 'n' roll of 
the Shades creates the necessity to con- 
stantly change volume and styles, mak- 
ing it very challenging right from the 
start." 

The Icet were now Ireed.and the ener- 
getic beat-keeping fren/y ol the past was 
now loosed to roam and with this free- 
dom a more formalized stage presence, 
though still wild and energy-infused, 
was born The idea, it seems, was to 
bombard any and all the senses with 
up-lilting enthusiasm 

S o what is it like to be in Worces- 
cester's hardest working rock 'n‘ 
roll band 0 As Walter tells it It’s 
an absolutely ridiculous life. ll things 
arc going well, you spend all voui time 
away from home, away Irorn the folks 
and the stuff you like to be around.” 
Working days when travel, set-lip. 


sound checks, performance*, packing- 
up. and more travel are required can 
often last 12 hours. “You have torelv on 
five or six other people being there and 
being consistent and maintaining then 
relationship with you over a considera- 
ble amount ol time years when vow 
come down to it to he successful " 
That’s il you're still together 

As the only woman in the band. Val- 
erie Icels “a heavy rcsponsibihtv to 


relate to other women, and I get the 
Imost satisfaction Irorn that and their 
.reactions to me. I like to appear strong 
to other women strong and warm 
and friendly at the same time." She 
lakes a lot ol pride in her guitar play ing 
too. and most recently can be heard 
performing her lirst lead work on a har- 
monic duet with W aller on the new tune 
“Long As I Have You.” 

All members (with the exception ol 
MacGillivray) sing, and take vocal 
instruction w ith Worcester’s Jerry New- 
by. It may surprise some to learn how- 
ver that Waller writes all the tunes, 
fe’s not alraid to assume a woman’s 
oint of view in a tune, lor example 
. Ithough many listeners will often 
. ssume that Valerie is responsible

Not content to merely play music, 
(JTockett performs it " I he most impor- 
ttnt part ol this band is the stage act. the 


presence.” says MacGillivray I he band 
takes its role as entertainers quite 
seriously. It's important, they say. to 
give your all no matter how you happen 
to feel at the time, and no matter where 
a particular gig happens to be And 
there is rarely a dull moment mu Crock - 
ett show. Players bound up and down, 
to and Iro. continuously It's not 
uncommon to see Waller and Valerie 
jump ofl the stage ditto tables, thedance 
lloor. and into the crowd withoui miss- 
ing a beat. “Our goal is to take any 
crowd and turn it into an enthusiastic, 
attentive, responsive audience and 
make them have a good time I he most 
important aspect ol a perlormance is 
relating to the audience and constantly 
putting out. like a good basketball 
team " Just ask Joe I aucher. owner ol 
Sir Morgan's Cove. " I hey 're the strong- 
est act I have in my room, and the best 
drawing baud I have I've wen ihem 
gradually and steadily glow, they’re a 
good time hand with a great sound, and 
they're alsoamongthe nicest people I've 
met in the husincss " 

B ut Clocked doesn't iust play I mi 
music, it's a business I here au- 
nt) roadies and no managers Ihe 
band lugs its own equipment, books its 
own gigs and plots its own lutuu Play- 
ers own their individual instruments 
and amplifiers, hut the bus. PA system 
and other aucillarv equipment arc- 
owned cooperatively All members, 
including long-standing soundman 
George Weston, shaie equally in the 
linancial rewards and all have invested 
in the forthcoming I P Rounding out 
the lourteen slithering legs is John Gal- 
lagher. student and jack-ol-everything. 
contributing his energy wherever it is 
needed for “gratis, or an occasional 
buck.” 

Ihe band is just now completing work 
on an EP scheduled lor telease around 
I hanksgiving. Ninety-plus hours m 
Music Designers Studio in Hudson 
have already been invested in what will 
be aptly titled Four Songs. Jeff Gilman, 
owner ol the studio as well as engineer 
and co-producer of the EP (along with 
the band) is credited by the band as an 
invaluable asset in bringing the project 
to Iruition John Webster (formerly 
bassist for Zonkaraz and the Shades) 
will be heard on many ol the back-up 
vocals with his lich. full voice, and has 
contributed generously in spiritual and 
technical guidance. 

Ihe musical direction is decidedly 
more commercial, accessible and main- 
stream pop. “Getting things on the 
radio has got to be major motivation. 

1 his is where we want to be. recording: 
it's the only way you can effectively 
reach masses of people. I think it’s 
important lor us to keep recording and 
recording, just go Irorn one thing right 
into another without even stopping." 
explains Walter. In fact the band is 
already making plans for another ses- 
sion in January. 

Future directions include a concerted 
effort to write more original material, 
especially in the rock vein. But the band 
doesn't plan on compromising its elect- 
ric. virtually uncatcgori/able style. 
Cracking the Boston market and be- 
coming a solid draw is an important 
goal right now. and one that the band 
has found to be a harder road than 
expected. A scheduled appearance last 
month at the Tam in Brookline was the 
Boston Globe Pick of the Night (but 
unfortunately had to be cancelled at the 
last minute due to a temporarily hospi- 
talized Duke), so perhaps they're get- 
ting there. Radio exposure and the 
elusive Major Contract are certainly 
targets too However, as Walter ex- 
plains. “You can’t count on getting 
signed, and you really have no control 
over it. other than continuing to get 
better." □
